All nominations for the Com- 
merce Undergraduate Society Elec- 
tions to be held Monday, March 18th 
must be in by noon tomorrow, it 
wasg announced by the retiring 
exécùtlins.

studying the values of hçr opponents. Simi- 
larly, voting for the "friend of a friend" is 
a dangerous policy in student politics. 

, Evpry co-ed should remember that the 
officers she elects this year will not only 
control to a large extent the work of the 
Women's Union next year, but that it will 
giye^ihe incoming Freshette class of 1942 
|^^irj|fun^amental impression of student 
|gqyemment. If the Freshettes find that 
^l)è upperclassmen take only a casual in- 
terest in the election of their officers, their 
^interest in turn is not likely to be more than 
arsuperficial one. The result to such an 
attitude can only be one of two possible 
results: either that student government 
, Vfï\l altogether disappear or that it will fall 
^'^î^to the hands of a clique whose members 
^hivo the will and the energy to round up 
l^ydtes. To keep such a catastrophe from 
' ever befalling the McGill campus, the call 
to "weigh, to consider and to VOTE" goes 
forth to every woman student at this uni- 
-versity. 

iThe President of the 

Among the -portions which will soon 
fjîV,- contested on the campus is that of 
•iPresidcnt of the Union. It carries with it 
à greater degree of immediate responsibil- 
ity ' than do most of the other posts for 
which elections are being held. It .is the 
duty of "the Union President, in coilabor- 
. atlon with the Vice-President and. the Sec- 
retary, who form the Union House Com- 
mittee ,to see to It that the facilities of the 
^^bij^Iding are kept available to the students, 
^pyrdo this it is first of all necessary for 
^Jam to insure that the physical equipment 
of the Union is properly looked after and 
tjli^t whatever adjustmenta are needed from 
iiiiiioe to time be made. It thereby falls to 
him to allot to the employees whatever 
•work has to be done. He hap, in sljort, to 
see to it that the Union is jnaintained as a 
uï^* place which the male students can use as 
'%their club and maintain it in such a way 
mhàt its use will be, on the whole, satisCac- 
' tory to them. 

Apart from these responsibilities to 
the studenta he Jj8s, at times, to use his 
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judgment in doing VKat he considers to 
bo in the best interest of thë University. 
Each year there arise certain situations, the 
outcome of which will reflect to the Uni- 
versity's credit or disadvantage. How he 
handles these situations will in the last 
analysis depend on how ho thinks along the 
lines in question. ' • , 

In casting their votes, therefore, the 
students will' do . well to consider whether 
they arc entrusting their interests to a man 
who has the practical abilities to perform 
wisely the routine duties and to act in a 
way on more difficult decisions in which 
they themselves would act were they in his 
position.

Secretary of the Union 

Today the platforms of the candidates 
running for the position of secretary of 
the Union are being published. 

This position on the Union executive 
calls for considerable time. The secretary 
naturally keeps the minutes of the Union 
House Committee, and is responsible for 
the correspondence. His position calls for 
his constant presence in the building and 
an intimate knowledge of the equipment^ 
the staff, and the members of the execu- 
tives of the different societies .using the 
building. It is the place of the secretary 
to keep track of the engagement of rooms, 
to smooth out difficulties between conflict- 
ing clubs using the same rooms in the 
building, aqd to carry out the plans of the 
Committee. 

One of the most important duties of 
the secretary is that of planning publicity 
to keep the students informed of the Union 
programme. At certain times of the year 
this work becomes fairiy heavy, especially 
during the fall when the Union holds in- 
formais, when special meals are being 
ser\'ed, and when tournaments are . being 
conducted. 

Because of these duties, the secretary 
of the Union has living accommodation in 
the building. This privilege has been 
accorded to enable the secretary to be on 
the job practically day and night and any 
person standing for this position should 
appreciate the responsibilities involved 
and should be prepared to devote consider- 
able time to this work. 

Only by the executive of the Union 
taking a persopal' interest in the"' welfare 
of the institution can it possibly fulfil the 
objects of its foundeF;^namely,^io be a 
place where all altiàenb* inay*meet on an 
equal footinjg(for,iellow8hip and recreation. 

On several' occasions in the past people 
have been elected to the Union Committee 
who have regarded the position as a mere 
means to secure a room for the forthcom- 
ing year. It is evident that such an attitude 
leads to a laxity of administration which 
canqot be tolerated in this, one of the most 
important of the undergraduate activities 
under the control of the Council. ■ 

The Union Housp Committee is con- 
stantly faced with biased opinions. There 
appears to be a spirit of sectionalism ram- 
pant on the Campus. The man who 
accepts the position of secretary should 
be a well kno^vn person, one who will be 
in a position to cope with the lack of 
interest and even opposition; he should 
be a man who will be able arid willing to 
obtain new business in the form of class 
and club lunches, dinners, aiid banquets; 
one who will work whole-heartedly for 
the welfare of the Union and the student.

Muhamed 
Of Essafiyeh

His shoulders were brosd and his bkck.wu 
solid and the ropes that were slung across them 
were all that Muhamed was becauae Muhamed 
of Essafiyeh was a stevedor. He had come 
from the Horan with eyei that were full of pus 
and with sacks which he used as clothes and 
which were covered with the green mould. And 
he wore sandals that were made of the tires off 
cars which was a sign that , he had crossed the 
Jordan once before -because there were no tires 
in the Horan as there wiero no roads, only 
trails, and those were for the hones, and the 
camels, and the donkeys and for those who 
crushed the brown land with their Icet.. And 
cars there were none. 

But the pus was gone new and so were the 
sacks apd his skin was smodtherialthough It 
was of the grey colour of the^dMat^gather- 
ed In the/ comers, of the warehouses. And he 
still had his tlre-sandals because there was the 
smooth surface of the solid concrete under his 
feet which burnt much whan the sun shone. 

Muhamed of Essafiyeh hailed from the 
mountains where there were sharp stones and 
slopes which made his sandals slip sideways 
so that raost,^<)f .theiUme he walked on a half 
bare foot. TWs^ was Muhamed o£ Essafiyeh the 
sole of whose feet was used to the touch of the 
sharp stones, a Horanl. 

When not in the warehouses or at the water- 
edge loading the ships he was in Hart-El-Tanak 
where, as a Horanl, he also had a shack which 
was ro8de,ofJhj|;j,Tinak, which were tin sheeU 
l^oyr-gallwS'jietroleum .tlnB. But his was not 
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u roomy as all the others' because he had none j 
but bimteU to shelter from the torrents. But 
the bar that was slung across the door was u 
heavy as the bars that were slung across all 
the other doors and the lock that fastened the 
bar at the one end was silvery and shiny and 
it was heavy and It looked like one lock within 
another. 

It was true that he could not stand up in the 
shack and that It had onlj i^o ne^ door^b ut the 
floor 'was covered wlthfeyenl^j^mKd' straw 
which he had taken, vhtmdfvS^by^Ha^^ from 
cases in the warehouses that had ISiided on the 
{TTOund from the ships too ' htavily and were 
forced open. And then there was the lock, the 
only one otl tto^kind^ln Hart-EUTanak. ,. And 
the HOranl was proud. 

Then, when the rains of the night stopped, 
and the skleii cleared,. and thejbluttVot^i^the: sky 
became almost as blue ai' thé^lu?^( the sea, 
and stray clouds crossed from one horizon to 
the other, Muhamed sat on a case rubbing his 
bare heels against the moist, white wood. 

The Horanl looked to the east where the 
hills facing him were dark but their edges were 
golden and above theni burst the rays of the 
sun and he could feel their warmth on his 
forehead and he knew that his eyes were 
shining. There, across those hills, was the 
Horan. Samah came first and then HamI and 
then, along the Iron rails that led to the HIjaz, 
was Essafiyeh of Uie Horan. And Muhamed 
tightened the rope around his shoulder and he 
looked at the rolling door of the warehouse and 
he thought of the huge- lock that was on It 
when It was closed. And be pressed against the 
tip of his cloth belt because in a knot, there, 
he had the shiny silver pieces which made him 
spend much time over adjusting the folds of hjs 
belt as he rose in the morning or In the even- 
ing. There had been much work that winter, 
the loading and the unloading of the orange 
cases by day or by night, because the trains 
came Into the harbor, and with them the many 
cases, at all times of the day and night. 

Then Samah appeared to him again; the clay 
houses that seemed to have grown out of the 
dusty plain that stretched between the river 
and the foot of the:; mountains, and the green, 
mixed barley and wheat^tbat grew on the flat 
roofs of the brown, earthen houses. Then he 
saw Haml. with its one-roomed stone houses 
resting against the hillside and the small flat 
terraces that surrounded the houses, wheie the 
grindstone and the jars were kept and from 
where the ear^en oven sent up the smoke and 
the smell of the burning manure. Because the 
Horan had no wood and tHe only trees there 
were, were oaks and they were holy and there 
were rags and ribbons on them for the sick. 
But he did not. think of Essafiyeh because by 
the time the sun would have set thrice and the 
red glow would have died In the west, across the 
black that was the sea, he knew that he would 
be climbing from the trail along the winding 
river to the flat land above, near where the 
iron bridge was and that then he would follow 
the rails until he reached the path that turned 
left. He would then walk beside the path, not 
in it, but at the edge of the. ploughed fields 
that had absorbed the waters of .thè sky for the 
whole winter. With his bare feet he would 
break through the crust that had formed after 
the rain and there would be the fresh, moist 
earth underneath because on reaching the pla- 
teau he would have taken oft hts'sandals, tied 
one to the other, and then piit them across his 
shoulder. Then, In front of blm, against the 
black of the night, would appear, almost within 
the reach of his hand, lumps of black that 
would be blacker than the night. And he 
would know that they were the houses of ^ssa- 
flyeh. Then, the dogs would begin barking at 
him in their hoarse voices, endlessly, as if he 
were the moon, and then the women would put 
their , heads out and the whites In their eyes 
woultf shine against the black night. And there 
would be light,, as in the warehouses against 
the black ship that was taking in the orange 
cases in the dark night so that It would be far 
out at sea before the silver and then the gold 
would appear in the east. Because they would 
know that Muhamed had come and with him 
the cloth belt, very heavy at the knot, and to 
his skin a white shirt that would close with a 
button at the top, and the black pantaloons with 
the many folds, and the Abaya, which was the 
brown cloak that almost reached the ground 
and the sleeves of which were longer than his 
hand^V^There would also be the embroidered 
Takiyi»b,'whicli was the small round cap which 
he had bought from Youssef-EUShaaml, which 
had come from the Jebal Drur, high In the 
Lebanon mountainv>^and ' was' made by the 
women of the Dniz, where the red was as red 
as the blood which they shed; because the 
Drui always shed much blood and they were 
very Jealous. He passed his hand over the cap 
that he was wearing, his old Taklyah. and with 
the tips of his fingers he felt that it was not 
rough because there was little embroidery on 
It and it felt all the same because It had only 
one colour. But deep In bis shirt, at the one 
top, would be Uje, pawls, ;U»ejbrown 'stones tied 
In a fine knot -%nd^^;rHen^^rtfio3^^^^ all 
appeared to be tied In fine knots because the 
pearls would be for those eyes that were always 
on the watch In the black nights, shiny and 
bigger and with more white in them, And the 
Horanl pressed with his elbows against the 
silver pieces because in that. way, he. knew that 
She wu his; he had more than Her father had 
asked for. and then there was the new Taklyah 
and the Abaya and the white shhrt that closed 
with a button at the top. . , . 

But the loading of the cases of oranges last- 
ed after the second sunset and beyond the dark 
of the night and beyond the light of^the ooming 
day. And when the night came; there' viïs JU^^ 
much light, and the white shone against the 
black. But the white was not in the eyes.that 
gazed into the dark Horan and on to its paths, 
but the white of the ship that shone against the 
black that was the sea, that were the bajaars, 
and the ship's own lower haU. And the cues 
went on coming and coming and when the ship 
was full, another ship came and when that had 
gone there, were more, because thus reported 
the Lords of the Land to their Master: 

"It may be of Interest to Your Excellency to

put It back again, 'and then looked 
eastward, where the hlUs were and 
where the sun that stood in the 
centre of the sky made everything 

dry and where the camels, In tho 
caravans, raised much dust. Mu- 
hamed knew the dust, and he knew 
the hills, and the camels, and the' 
earthen houses,'' uid the sliver pieces 
at the Up of his belt, and the brown 
pearls, but he ' did not know the 
Master and , he did not know the 
Lords and he did not know their 
talk. • ■■ 

But there were more cases and 
there were more ships. And Mo- 
hamed saw that sU the other Hor- 
anis in. the warehouses, began look- 
ing at one another, and then they, 
began speaking to'one another until 
thére was much noise and there 
were the eyes that shone although 
the sun had not set. . So the Muter 
of the warehouses told the Lord of 
the district: "We are losing control 
of the mob." And the Lord told the 
Master of the Land: "The storm is 
about to begin." But to Muhamed 
of Essafiyeh of the Horan there still 
was only the weight at the tip of 
his belt and that which he knew 
he could get for It, and. all the rest 
he did not know. 

But the Master of the warehouses 
was on the balcony and he was look- 
ing and looking and there were 
sacks full of sand that were put at 
the dooirs and bricks that were put 
in the windows, and then there 
were the tall men who were fair 
and had blue eyes" and they were 
soldiers and they liad rifles and 
much ammunltlon.^Then there came 
many cars, and 'many soldiers who, 
jumped off them very quickly and 
they had many more rifles and 
much more ammimition. And Ih 
the comers, behind more sacks full 
of sand, they put the big rifles that 
spit the fire very quickly and which 
were the machineguns. And then 
there was not so much noise any 
more In the warehouses but the eyes 
were 'still shilnlng and the Horanis 
went all outside and they stood in 
the shade of the warehouse and 
there was much sil«ice. Then Mu- 
hamed came because he was last, as 
he. did not know, and he saw that 
they stood very near to one another 
and hé 'did not know where to go. 
He stopped, and as he saw the eyes 
that were shining he went on and 
when he came very near they made 
room for him to enter and as he 
entered they all looked at him. And 
then they; came closer and he felt 
that It was difficult to breathe and 
the ring around him became smaller 
and smaller urttil he no more felt 
the smooth solid surface under the 
rubber, which were his sandals. 
Then, while the smell of the dust 
which was on top of the solid sur- 
face was in his nose and his lips 
touched it he felt the rubber of tires 
•on his back, on his head, on his 
legs, and everywhere, and they were 
hlttihg hard. And as he tried to 
cover his head with his hands there 
wasMmethingihat hit him that was 
harder^ti?aiS*the rubber and it 'hit 
against his side, just below the arm, 
and he felt great . pain and the 
breathing also became painful. Then 
he felt the warm blood under him 
and it became cold. and it mixed 
with the dust and the , touch of the 
smooth surface was not so good any 
more.

But it \yas 
dark, very dark, and' there was 
something wet in the air and it was 
cold and>the. cold was biting and 
his face r was. hard pii4(|tt^ a 
heavy Abaiya bv«rhfin*awSe''could 
not move. He knew that the place 
was small because it was so dark 
and he seemed to feel that It moved 
fn>ro .ilde. .to side and he as though 
h|w|]n$iU waves that all the time 
kept on coming and coming and hè 
wondered It he was on a ship. Then 
lay thoughtless and be waited and 
he did not wait because he knev 
that there was something which was 
the same an4.lt was the darkness 
which was ao completely dark and 
the knowledge, which he so com- 
pletely did not have of where he 
JMaunc^ of what it was all about 
Becaiise the Horanl dld.not feel like 
Muhamed* and hé was not full of 
anxiety because when he tried to 
move it wu painful and he knew 
that it all must be ao. , , , .

year. I have been a member of the 
War Council this year and have 
been most particularly connected 
with the organization and adminis- 
tration ot the Guinea Fig Club. 

My appeal for support of my

n. Relation between the War- 
Council and the student body. 

Complete fepresentatlon of the 
student body is at present more 
theoretical than actual. I advocate 
complete representation on the 
Greater War Council, ' possibly 
through elected: representatives 
from each class- ot every Faculty. 

"Hie policy and executive action 
of the War Council should be sub- 
mitted to the Student's Society for 
criticism and debate at regular In- 
tervals, and students should be kept 
informed of its activities.' 

Ill Co-eperatlon of the War Conaell 
With Similar. Organisations In . 
Montreal Universilles and 
Ebewhere' 

Such co-ordination will increase 
the total efficiency of our War 
Council as well as increasing the 
effectiveness ot those elsewhere. 
IV. RcprcseniailOB of Bindent 
Opinion 

In many cases the Faculty or 
other authorities would, be, glad to 
have accurate information on tiie 
opinion ot the 'whole student body 
on various contingencies that may 
arise. Also the opinion of the stu- 
dent body can not fail to have some 
effect on decisions by the authori- 
ties it they are presented as a 
whole. 

Some of these decisions might 
conceti^^i^; . 

1. The -' elimination of certain 
courses now required where such 
courses have been found non-essen- 
tial by both the iaculty and stu- 
dents. . -,

3. Inclusion 61 courses in the 
curriculum for miliUry training in 
specialized fields and possibly the 
creation of a new Faculty of Mili- 
tary Science^ 

3. The institution of a summer 
session, it a means ean be. found 
to solve the financial problems of 
students normally dependent on 
summer work for their expenses. 

4. Military Training for, Medical 
Students. It there are reasons toç 
the continuation ot this policy 
which are unknown to us^ we; can 
not hope to have it changed. It 
there are not I believe that the ma- 
jority of students realize the severi- 
ty of the Medical Curriculum and 
would like to see Med. students re- 
lieved of this added burden.

Is 
an established institullon, but I be- 
lieve my suggestions will be useful 
in making it more pleasant and at- 
tractive for everyone, and I will do 
my utmost to accomplish the fol- 
lowing program. 

I. Co-operative Cafeteria and Milk 
•Bar. 

The difference in price for com- 
parable 'ineals between the present 
Union Cafeteria and The 'Fit hu 
long been a source of criticism 
among students, I believe that the 
Cafeteria should be run on a stu- 
dent co-operative basis, and that 
under this system many more stu- 
dents would eat there if tht prices 
were lowered. • 

Whether or not there was a stu- 
dent co-operative cafeteria, I would 
institute-a Milk Bar in the present 
Grill Room at which studtnts could 
buy milkshakes, sandwiches, etc.', 
without going across the ball to 
gefthem."" 

n.' Decoration of the "Union Pit" 
At the present time the ^rill 
Room rmalns bare and uninviting. 
It can be decorated -without cost by 
students themselves, if the talenta 
of the Architects and the stage crew 
ot The Players' Club are utilized 
It would then truly take the place 
of the old Pit, and students -would 
once more have a common meeting 
place of easy informality with gen- 
uine "McGill atmosphere." 
m. Fomalloa «( à Vnlon Hoose 

1 Oroheetra 
There is plenty ot musical talent 
at McGill and this talent has never 
been utilized. The organization .of 
college "bands" is common in the 
United States -and they are very 
popular there with both the public 
and the students. 

IV. Dances. 

Tea dances and informais' could 
be h'eld.reguUrly at the Union with 
the Unlon^Hoiise Orchestra at a 
reduction of possibly fifty per cent, 
of the present cost. That means be- 
tween fifty and seventy-five cents 
per couple. 

v.. Extra Committee and Meeting 
Rooms 

With the closing ot Strathcona 
Hall to Student activities, there is 
now great need for additional rooms 
for committee meetings and meet- 
ings, of various clubs. I believe this 
situation could be remedied quite 
easily, and will undertake to do so. 
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cism. Toward this end I propose 
the following platform. 

War" Effort: 
1.) EsUblishment of Student- 
Facnlty Bureaus: 

a. ) "nib bureau will Investigate 
possibilities of providing immediate 
opportunities for students to use 
thelf university training in fiUIng 
the various needs which have arisen 
in iiospltals, ' city welfare bureaus 
and other "Bgendes. 

b. ) Many • women students in 
Science are taking courses which 
train them for jobs in war indus- 
tries and equip them to carry on 
war research. Arts students could 
make their courses more significant 
by -relating their studies to ques- 
tions which are vital to a nation at 
war. For example, students in econ- 
omics, sociology, and mathematics 
in co-operation with professors, 
could discuss such questions as 
those of price, child and family 
welfare, health problems, etc A 
student-faculty bureau could matr.r- 
lally help In this direction, aiid In 
certain cases might be of service to 
the Governnient. 

2) University Units oT-tho Armed 

Forces: -| 

The contemplation of a large wo- 
men's^army will create the need for 
more 'trained officers. Units ot the 
Canadian Women's Army Corps., 
ot the Canadian Women's Air 
Force, and a plan of the Officers 
Training Corps, will, if instituted 
on a voluntary basis, enable wo- 
men, -who intend to enter such 
units after graduation, to dispense 
with preliminary training. , 

3) Red Cross Headqoartcrst ' 
The esiai>lishmeht of a Red Cross 

Headquarters and a Red Cross 
Workroom on the campus, easily 
accessible to students at all times, 
would strengthen the participation 
of coeds In the work of the Red 
Cross,.i^a4.-.* , 

4) EnMnuninent of the Armed 
_ Forces: 

To co-ordinate the women's so- 
cial acUviUes .with a definite war 
aim, plans^fpr^entertaining troops 
could be worked'oui" These would 
include more dances sponsored by 
the Women's Union and l^enefil 
performances by the Players' Club. 

5. ) Beholanhips: 

The Women's Union -would pre- 
sent requests lor more government 
and university grants to aid women 
doing "War Research; also and those 
desiring a three'^year course, 

6. ) International Student Ser- 
vice: 

To keep alive the ideals of 
academic freedom and democracy 
among students ot countries rav- 
aged by the eaeoy. ibouÛ 



peculiar lntereat'fo{;vstiidents in 
more fortunate' clrcûmstancess.:Mc- 
GIU is lagging behind other Univer' 
sitles In this work.' The I.S.S. Is an 
organization worthy of the support 
of the Women's Union. 

Campus Aetlvttlea: 

1. ) Frnhrasn Program: Intoma- 
tion Bnrcan. 

. -Students ;have encountered diffi- 
culty in'previous years in reglslet- 
ing for courses and much time has 
been lost because of unfamiliarity 
with university organization. ' An 
Information, Bureau of upperclass- 
men. acting', with; the professors, 
would jbe jSet up. to implement thé 
already 'system of student guidance 
at registration. It could also ac- 
quaint them with war training 
plans' ifnd enlist them in voluntary 
war work. 

2. ) Cullaral Program: 

Program Committee ot the 
Women's Union, should, extend its 
activities by sponsoring , more open 
meetings featuring well-known 
speakers, and- by securing services 
of more concert artists, following 
the example of the .successful Ross 
Pratt recital. This, work might be 
facilitated by the deduction ot a 
small sum from the fees of the stu- 
dents. ' • 

3) Hoasing: 

nie^problon ot finding housing 
acconiodatioii for Women recently 
having become more acute, tïiè Wo- 
men's Union could co-operate with 
the Authorities to solve this prob- 
lem. A number of co-operative res' 
idences might prove feasible. ' 

4) Intervarsity Contacts: 

The Women's Union ought to en' 
courage an exchange of ideas be 
tween the Women's Unions of the 
unlvenltiûjf/ôf^OuiBdB, especially 
on questions %t National importance 
which affect the. lives ot students, 

Tbt question ot national unity 
should especially attract our atten- 
tion here and determine our rela- 
tionship' with the University of 
Montreal. 

5) Co-operation Between. Rcsideats 
and Non-Kesldents: . 

The Women's Union would do all 
in its power to bring about more in- 
timate relations between resident 
and non-resident students at Mc- 
Gill. This could be done by sponsor- 
ing teas by the Women's Union at 
the homes of non-residents. 
0) Sporte and Bed Wing Society: 

In addition to the above niy plat- 
form includes v^holehearted - co-op- 
eraUon with the M,)I^.S.A.A. snd 
the Red Wing Society.' 

Should I have the honour ot be- 
ing elected President of the Wo- 
men's Union I shall make . every 
effort to put .tills platform into ef- 
fect and by close cp-operatlbn with 
the StudenU' Society, War CouncU, 
and Mçn's Union, every student on 
^he campus will be drawn Into 
some part of the activities to pro- 
duce a campiis' with' one' tmitied 
«osL' , • 
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velopment and encouragement. 

1. The fonnatlon ot the McGill 
War Council seems to me to have 
been tho most significant single 
event of the present year session. 
The women of the university have 
played an Important part in all ac- 
tivities sponsored by .this body, both 
as individuals and as «members of 
vsrious societies. Next year it 
should be possible for the Women's 
Union, acting under the War Coun- 
cil, to co-ordinate, direct, and ex- 
tend women's wsr activities. It is 
difficult to plan very far ahead, 
but this much is known. More will 
be expected of university students 
ln° the coming year than ever be- 
fore, and it is more than- likely that 
a large share %t this responsibility 
will fall upon the- women students. 
When this opportunity 'ciÉ!mes|the 
Women's Union must be.''prei>ared 
to co-operate with the authorities 
and the study body at large. 

.2. Freshie Kécéptipn has always 
been an important part of the ac- 
tivités of the Women's Union. This 
year we introduced an innovation 
—Professors' "Teas" were changed 
to "Al Homes." .These werè held 
later in the term than formerly in 
an attempt to bring professors and 
students together in. an .atmosphere 
calmer than tbaiof ^enzied Recep- 
tion Week. Ih^l^ajmiiair reipect, I 
believe that a foundation should 
be laid for a greater friendship be- 
tween resident and non-resident 
girls. In doing this the Women's Un- 
ion would achieve more fully its 
objects— to unite and act for 'all wo- 
men, at thé .University. • 

3. During the, past year there has 
been a movement' under way to 
form an art and music appreciation 
group and I, believe that this should 
be spoiisored by the Women's Un- 
ion. Montreal has endless possibili- 
ties for an interested group that 
is willing >tp e^lore. 

A final phase wiilch I believe the 
Women's* Union should further de- 
velop is that which has shown such 
promise under the R.V.C. pro- 
grsmme committee. The enthusiasm 
shown ' last week over the req^tal 
given l}y Ross Pratt Indicates that 
men and women students alike are 
wiUlag to aupport autb aoavit^
